ORME VOTES IN FAVOR 
OF ALLOWING INCREASE 


‘Councilman W. S. Dillon 
Declares: Himself in Fa- 
vor of Referring Matter 
of 6-Cent Fare to People 
for Decision. 


After a three-hour session during 
which time Preston 8. Arkwright, 
president of the Georgia Railway 
and PoWer company, was heard at 
length and J. L. McCord, chairman 
of the people’s committee, presented 
an opposing argument, the ordinance 
and freight and transportation com- 
mittees, meeting together on Friday 
afternoon, made up a majority re- 
port- recommending that council 
table the petition of the street rail- 
way company for increased fare 
until a decision is handed down in 
the case involving the same matter 
now pending in the supreme court. 
Councilman A, J. Orme will make a 
minority report favorable to thé 
gEranting of the petition, and Coun- 
cilman W. S. Dillon will favor re- 
ferring the decision on a six-cent 
fare to the people. 


Mr. Arkwright, who was given an 
opportunity to speak soon after the} 
members of the two committees as- ! 
sembléd, based his plea for an in-'! 
creasée of oné cent in car fare on the 
need of better wages for the em- 
ployees, the increased expenses of 
the company and then the findings 
of the state railroad commission, 
who recommended a change in Au- 
gust, as well as the increase which: 
have been allowed by the street 
councils in many cities in the United ' 
States since the outbreak of war. 

MecCord'’s Position, 

Speaking for the peoples’ commit- 

tee, Which, with the city attorney, 

' fought an increase in fare, J. I. Mc- 
Cord confined his remarks chiefly! 
to the argument that the issue was’ 
whether or not council or the rail-] 
road commission had the right to! 
change the contract with the com- 
pany, and therefore a decision should 
be postponed until the matter is 
settled by the supreme court where 
it now rests. 

The history of the litigation brief- 
ly is this: When on August 14 the 
railroad commission recommended to 
council an increase in car fare to 6 
cents, with the advice that it was 
powerless to act in the matter due 
to a contract which the company had 
with city council], the increase was 
denied by council. The Georgia 
Railway and Power company then 
instituted mandamus proceedings, 
looking to compelling the railroad 
commission to assume jurisdiction 
Judge George I. Bell ruled against 
the company, which took the pro- 
ceedings then into the supreme 
court, where it is said to have been 
placed on a@ fast writ. 

Alderman McClelland asked Mr. 
Arkwright if he were not, by pre- 
senting the petition direct to coun- 
cil, now proceeding in two places 
for the same object. 

Mr. Arkwright responded that he 
was, but that the delays of litiga- 
tion regardless of what the decision 
might be warranted an attempt to 
secure quick action which was sore- 
ly needed. It developed that accord- 
ing to the legal phase of the situa- 
tion, if council agrees to suspend the 


contract which is the plea of the 
power company, the matter of a six- 
cent fare then must go to the rail- 
road coommission again before it 
can be put into effect. 


Suspend Not Nullify. 


In explaining that he sought only 
to suspend the contract with the city 
rather than to nullify it, Mr. Ark- 
wright said that any time when a 
new contract would become unreéa- 
sonable he would approve changing 
back to the old one. “I don’t want 
you to do this if you feel that you 
are giving away city property with- 
out sufficient returns,” ‘he continued. 
“The street railways are as much 
involved in the city’s welfare as the 
waterworks department, or the po- 
lice department, or any other of the 
city’s department. In fact, the prog- 
ress of the city depends largely upon 
the street railways. 

“Probably not more than one city 
in the United States has more miles 
of railway fer its size than At- 
lanta. The company has more than 
done its part in street paving. To 
the extent of its means and ability 
It has endeavored to give good serv- 
ice and has helped to build up the 
city.” 

Mr. Arkwright stated that he 
found nothing in the contract refer- 
red to which would regulate the 
amount of fare which was to be 
charged. “The contract alleged to 
have been made in 1902 concerned 
the granting of transfers. It stipu- 
lates that upon payment of full fare 
@ transfer may be asked for. It does

Inasmuch as the quota as- 
signed at the start of the cam- 
paign was only $1,000, this is a 
really remarkable showing. 

The girls have achieved their 
record by hard and diligent work. 
Schoolgirls have earned their 
contributions by many expedi- 
ents, and the working girls have 
contributed. of their earnings. 
Thge average from each girl 


amounts to approximately $5. 
The Victory boys are close be- 


hind the girls’ record, and are 
straining every nerve in an effort 
to catch up. 

In striking contrast to this 
wonderful achievement, is the 
report from various other class- 
es of people. One large class of 
workers who are among the best 
paid of any, have sent, so far, 
subscriptions that show an aver- 
age for the class of less than $2 


Late Friday night, when final re- 
ports for the day from the leaders 
of the campaign were in, it was 
found that, while Atlanta is jn sight 
of her goal of $450,000 in the cam- 
paign for the United War Work or- 
ganizations, there is but slight 
chance of this quota being reached 
by Saturday night, at the present 
rate of contributions to the cause. 

There is still lacking between 
$65,000 and $70,000 of the quota. 
Should the amount not be filled by 
Saturday night, the workers will 
continue their canvass’ through 
Monday. The days for the cam- 
paign were originally set as from 
November 11 to 18, inclusi.e, so, as 
Monday is the 18th, this will not 
extend the drive over tis official 
limits, although it had originally 
been felt certain that the amount 
would be raised surely by Saturday 
night. 

Shows Well by Comparison. 

Atlanta had expected to raise 
her quota within forty-eight hours 
after the start of the campaign on 
Monday last. While she has not 
realized her ambition in this re- 
spect, comparisons yet show that, 
compared with the country asa 
whole, Atlanta has done well, 

The total asked for of the entire 
country is $170,500,000, and reports 
received Friday from headquarters 
in New York show that of this 
amount, only $86,632,119 has been 
subscribed to date. The reason 
given is the complete feeling of 
“let-up” which has fallen over the 
country since the signii.z of the 
armistice by Germany. 

Special efforts will be made to- 
day by the workers in Atlanta to 
secul ‘as many additional and new 
subscriptions as possible. Every 
class is being asked to double, treble 
or quadruple their subscriptions, in- 
including the wealthier people, the 
Sa-aried and working classes, 

Increase Subscriptions, 

A large majority of th who 
have been asked to increase their 
subscriptions are doing so, and the 
leaders in the campign are fully 
confident that Atlanta will fill her 
allotment when the great need for 
quick action is fully realized. 

On Friday, at a meeting of the 
employees of all railroads entering 
the city, the appeal that subscrip- 


tions be heavily increased, was 
splendidly responded to, and a large 
majority of the men made their con- 
tributions $5 a month for a period 
of six months, instead of the single 
$5 they had previously given. 

W. R. C. Smith, chairman of the 
executive committee for the Atlanta 
and Fulton county campaign, on 
Friday again appealed to any who 
had not been called on by a worker, 
to instead bring the pledge card into 
headquarters in the ley building, 
themselves.

GERMAN CABINE! 


He Will Be One of Three 
Civilian Politicians. 
Dernburg Was German 
Propaganda Agent in 
America in Early Days 
of War. 


London, November 15.—A dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph from 
Copenhagen quotes a message from 
Berlin saying that three civilian 
politicians will enter the German 
cabinet—Herr Waldstein and Dr. 
Bernhard Dernburg, former secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, to 
represent the progressive popular 
party, and Mathias Erzberger, who 
will represent the centrists. 

The summoning of a constituent 
assembly has now been prepared 
for, the correspondent says. Thurs- 
day in Berlin was quiet. 

(Dr. Dernberg will be remembered 
as the German propaganda agent 
in the United States during the early 
months of the war, though he cam- 
ouflaged his- activities under the 
position of collecting funds for the 
German Red Cross. He was forced 
to leave the United States after 
making a speech in which he de- 
fended the sinking of the Lusitania.) 

German army deserters who

More than one hundred 
mostly German officers, have been 
killed in disorders in Brussels, and 
soldiers’ councils have been formed 
in that city and at Antwerp, ac- 
cording to an Amsterdam dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph company 
quoting The Telegraaf. 

About one hundred persons were 
killed in the fighting in Berlin which 
marked the overthrow of the im- 
perial government, according to a 
report from Berlin received in Co- 
penhagen and forwarded by the 
Exchange Telegraph company.

Washington, Novmber 13.— 
Downward revision of the war reve- 
nue bill to about the six billion 
dollar total recommended by Secre- 
tary McAdoo appears to be assured,

Republican opposi- 
tion to Mr. McAdvoo's recommenda- 
tion for immediate specific limita- 
tion of taxes to four billion dollars 
in 1920 alsuo developed, but Senator

Chairman Hurley Makes 
Announcement of Gov- 
ernment’s Intention Just 
Before Sailing — Hurley 
and Gen. Pershing Will 
Work Out the Details. 


New York, November 15.—Edward 
N. Hurley, chairman of the United 
States shipping board, announced 
here tonight on the eve of his de- 
parture for Europe that the govern- 
nent intends to return to this coun- 
try speedily a large part of the 
American expeditionary forces, The 
purpose of Mr. Hurley’s trip to Eu- 
rope is to arrange the details for 
their transportation. 

To offset the loss of transport 
tonnage through the withdrawal of 
British ships hitherto engaged in 
carrying American soldiers overseas, 
Mr. Hurley hopes to utilize 25 or 30 
German and Austrian liners, with 
accommodations for 4,000 men each.

Holland Threatened by an 
Upheaval — Extremists 
Are Demanding the Ab- 
dication of the Queen. 


The Hague, November 15.—The 
Dutch government has issued a 
proclamation urgently appealing for 
the co-operation of citizens in a 
“grave crisis.” It says the minori- 
ty is threatening to seize power, and 
declares its determination to main- 
ain authority and order.” 

The threatening attitude of the 
extremists in Holland who have de- 
manded the abdication of Queen 
Wilhelmina is causing anxiety at 
The Hague, according to The Daily 
Express. 

Jonkheer Colyn, the former minis- 
ter of war, Who has been in Lon- 
don since July, returned to Hbdlland 
Thursday. He was recalled, The 
Daily Express. believes, to take 
‘eharee of the government. The 
former minister has great influence 
lin Holland and several times has 
refused the request of the queen to 
forin a new government, 

Washington, November 15.—Infor- 
mation reaching here from official 
sources indicates the situation in 
Holland is causing grave apprehen- 
sion, and the presence there of the 
former German emperor with mem- 
bers of his family and some of his 
strongest supporters may influ- 
ence the people as to endanger the 
monarchy. 

While it is true, it was pointed 
out, that the former Kaisew is prac- 
tically a prisoner in the von Ben- 
tinck castle, he is not the prisoner 
of any of his foes. It was suggested 
the immediate fate of the ex-kaiser 
is of little moment compared with 
other affairs in Europe, and it 
Chiefly because of the effect of his 
presence upon the already. disturbed 
state in the Netherlands that he js 
the object of concern among allied 
statesmen.

“The city has raised the water 
rates 20 per cent,” Mr. Arkwright 
argued, “and there has been no kick. 
The tax assessments have increased, 
and you are paying more for all 
commodities than you did a few 
years ago. Are the people who are 
charging these higher prices all 
robbers? You know they are not.” 

In regard to the finances of the 
company Mr. Arkwright stated that 
it owed $5,000,000 of floating in- 
debtedness. “And we have no credit. 
The gross receipts of the eo mpany 
are now about $3,000,000 a year. The 
6-cent increase would produce, if as 
many people rode, an 
$590,000. But experience has shown 
that there will not be so many pas- 
sengeéera. Instead there would prob- 
ably be a 15 per cent increase in 
revenue, or about $450,000." 

Asked how 
war would last, Mr. Arkwright gave 
fifteen vears a san estimate. “I do 
not necessarily mean that the 6-cent 
fare would have to stay in opera- 
tion for that length of time, but 
the history of all wars of any im- 
portance shows that it takes ap- 
proximately that long to reach a 
pre-war level.” He produced a chart 
showing that eighteen years after 
the civil war elapsed before the 
level of prices before the war was 
reached. 

Chewed Up the Charter. 

When Chairman McCord was eall- 
ed upon he said that with all re- 
spect to Mr. Arkwright he had been 
led to remark that the street rajl- 
Way's attorney had chewed up the 
city charter. “After we had won 
the case in the courts,” he continued, 
“the company appealed to the 
preme court instead of coming 
the rulers of the people—the city 
council. They come to ask vou to 
give them what we've won in the 
courts. We don’t know where the 
power really rests.” 

Mr. McCord made the accusation 
that the books of the company had 
been denied the people’s committee 
when they were conducting an in- 
vestigation. He also asserted that 
the report of the commission, al- 
though it showed increased expenses 
on the part of the company, showed 
also a greater net income, a state- 
ment which Mr. Arkwright chal- 
lenged vigorously. 

The sum of Mr. McCord’s appeal 
was that council postpone actidn 
until its members find out who is 
the real authority. “The greatest 
valuation of the company is not in 
its property, but its franchises from 
the citv, giving them a monopoly,” 
he said, the company now sought 
the right to grant such franchise? 
Wait until this is settled by the 
supreme court.’ 

A lively argument ensued when 
Mr. McCord spoke of alleged unfor- 
tunate engineering projects, which, 
he said, th ecompany now sought 
to make the citizens pav for. An- 
swering this attack on the Tallulah 
plant, Mr. Arkwright said the de- 
velopment of power there had 
“nroven better than was first an- 
ticipated. He added that increased 
revenue was not desired for divi- 
dends, but for necessary costs. 

Orme in Favor. 


Councilman Orme after 
formal diseussion among the com- 
mitteemen asked that the _ petition 
be reported favorably. “Everything 
is operating at increased cost,” he 
argued. “And I think that the pee- 
ple will know and believe that if 
we grant this thing it is necessary 
and right. I believe the people will 
be better satisfied with better serv- 
ice, though it requires 1 cent more 
fare.” 

Councilman Buchanan, who had 
asked Mr. Arkwright a number of

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LUTHERAN CHURCHES 
MERGED IN ONE BODY 


New York, November 15.—The 
United Lutheran church in Ameri- 
ca, an amalgamation of three Lu- 
theran bodies, was incorporated here 
today. More than 1,000 delegates 
from this country and Canada rati- 
fied the merger. 

Rev. Dr. Frederick Tf. Knubel, of 
New York, Was elected pres dent on 
the third ballot. Rev. Dr. M. G, G. 
Scherer, of Charleston, S. C., was 
chosen secretary, and Clarence WD. 
Miller, of Philadelphia, treasurer. 

Dr. Knubel a native New 
York citv. He was graduated from 
Pennsylvania ‘college, Gettysburg. 
Pa., in 1893, and from the Gettys- 
burg Theological seminary three 
years later. He then began the 
work of establishing the Lutheran 
Chureh of the Atonement in this 
city, of which he has since been the 
pastor. 

Dr. Scherer formery]y was 
dent of-the Thnited Svnod, south. 
which, with the general svnod and 
general council of Lutheran church- 

merged into the new body. 
Resolutions were adopted pledging 
“the fullest sunport of the United 
Lutheran church in America to the 
government of the United States to 
meet the problems of vice which 
threaten the phvsical and spiritual 
welfare of the bovs and girl's and 
men and women of these United 
States.”

Editor Constitution: The conservation of 


live stock in the of Georgia 
be of vital interest and it is believed that 
the citizens of Georgia will agree with the 
State Council of Defense that this subject 
cannot receive too mueh attention from 
farmers and those raising stock along the 
lines of various railroads, Anyone riding 
through Georgia is almost immediately amaz- 
ed at the carelessness of stock owners in 
allowing to roam about along rail 
rond tracks, whereas a little attention. on 
the part of farmers and stock owners can 
ensily prevent. Our railroads are doing 
everything possible to conserve and pr 
vent the killing of hogs, cows and 
stock fm Florida. While 
are too often grossly negligent and indit 
ferent and in some instances gates are lett 
open and stock permitted to feed along 
railroad tracks, often resulting in killing 
many head. 

In some states the Council of Defense has 
called attention to the urgent needs of the 
country on account of the shortage of food, 
fats and leather and have requested the 
railroads to ohggin specific information as 
to the names a addresses of all stock own- 
ers who are permitting stock to run at 
lnrge or mre leaving gates open, ete, Thus 
it will be seen that there is great oppor- 
tunity in Georgia for co-operation on the 
part of stock owners to assist the con- 
servation of food threnugh the use of common 
sense in not permitting stock to feed on the 
tracks of railroads, which seems to be a 
common practice in Georgia.

Peoria, Til, November 15.—War 
between the major leagues and the 
minor organizations of the country 
threatens to develop as a result of 
action taken at the annual meet ng 
of the National Association ol! pro- 
fessional baseball Jeagues here 
rhursday protesting against the priv 
ileges of the major leagues t~ draft 
Star players from minors. 

The protest was embodied in a 
resolution presented by Jack Hol- 
land, owner of the St. Joseph (Mo.) 
club of ghe Western league, before 
transfers were made to complete 
the curtailed season. The res- 
olution demanded that the Amer- 
ican and National leagues 
quish the right of the draft and 
also the practice of “farming out’ 
Dlayers under the optional agree- 
ment. It was adopted without a 
dissenting vote. 

Thomas J. Hickey, president of 
the American association urged the 
minor league organiaztion to withn- 
draw from the national agreement 
with the majors if the demand is 
refused. A committee consisting of 
Holland, Tearney and Joe Tinker, 
Owner of the Columbus ciub of the 
American association, was appoint- 
ed to present the protest to the 
national baseball commission at its 
first meeting. 


To Protect Minors. 
‘We shall demand the right to 
dispose of our young stars to whom 
we see fit instead of having them 
drafted by the major league clubs 
at prices ranging from $2,500 down 
to $750 as prevails under existing 
conditions.” President Tearney

An- 
other 450,000 tons of cargo carriers 
would be released, he added, by com- 
pletion on or before January 1 of 
voyages in the nitrate trade, which 
will be discontinued as a result of 
the cessation of munitions making 
on a large scale. 

Ships for Trade Channels. 


Mr. Hurley declared that his board 
hopes to return ships in the service 
of the war department and vessers 
under its own charter engaged in 
government trade to the regular 
commercial channels within a year. 
The shipping bdard would continue, 
he asserted, its policy of paying 
American wages and would conduct 
a country-wide propaganda to at- 
tract men to the merchant marine. A 
feature of this plan, he said, t hie 
preparation of a text book on ships 
and shipping, which will be intro- 
duced in the public schools. 

“Having spent billions in building 
an American merchant marine,” Cde- 
clared Mr. Hurley, “with ships 
equipped with quarters fit for Amer- 
icans, we propose to carry on the 
work we have begun. All we ask 
is that manufacturers take advan- 
tage of their opportunity and pro- 
vide the cargoes necessary to keep 
these vessels at sea. 

He predicted that within five vears 
1,000,000 men will be engaged in 
operating the merchant fleet, in- 
cluding officers and seamen, ship- 
vard workers and men and women in 
factories making marine equipment.
